TEL AVIV, May 9 (R). — A public opinion poll indicated 
today that far fewer Israelis believe Egypt is interested 
in reaching a Middle East agreement compared with 
last November when President Anwar Sadat launched 
his peace initiative. The Public Opinion Research Insti- 
tute (PORI) asked : "Do you believe Egyptian President 
Sadat wants to reach a genuine peace agreement with 
Israel ?" Only SI per cent of those questioned answered 
affirmatively, compared with more than 80 per cent who 
believed so in November. More than 32 per cent said 
this time they felt President Sadat does not want to 
reach an agreement compared with ten per cent ques- 
tioned previously.

ROME, May 9 (R). — Italian 
statesman Aldo Moro, kidna- 
pped by ithe far-left Red Bri- 
gades, was found shot dead 
today in the back of a car pa- 
rked near the Rome headquar- 
ters of his own Christian De- 
mocratic Party. 

It was the first time that 
a politician of Mr. Moic’s em- 
inence had been abducted and 
murdered by urban guerrillas 
in any country. 

Police said he had been shot 
at least four times in -the ch- 
est. He was unshaven and had 
apparently been dead for seve- 
ral days, one eyewitness rep- 
orted. 

5 times premier 

The body of Mr. Moro, who 
served five times as Italy's 
prime minister, was dumped 
contemptuously close to the 
Christian Democratic and Co- 
mmunist Party headquarters 
in the heart of Rome. 

All over Italy, flags flew at 
half mast and workers downed 
tools to protest against the 
murder of the 61-year-old sta- 
tesman. 

Trade Union leaders, many 
of them communists, convened 


mass demonstrations to oppo- 
se the Red Brigades - - who 
call themselves a "fighting 
communist organisation" dedi- 
cated to the overthrow of the 
Italian state. 

The Brigades, who kidnap- 
ped Mr. Moro and killed five 
of his bodyguards on March 16, 
exacted iheir death penalty af- 
ter the Italian government re- 
fused demands to release jail- 
ed guerrillas in exchange for 
his life. 

The guerrillas rejected an 
emotional appeal "On my kn- 
ees" from Pope Paul and calls 
from U.N. Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim not to kill 
the Italian leader. 

A Vatican spokesman said 
80-year-old Pope Paul “could 
not find words for his conste- 
rnation” and went ’to his pri- 
vate chapel to pray. 

People’s trial 

The guerrillas killed the ex- 
premier after subjecting him to 
what they called a people's tr- 
ial in a people's jail -- the hi- 
deout which thousands of Ital- 
ian police tried in vain for 54 
days to discover. 

Mr. Moro was found "guil- 


ty" of exploiting the Italian 
proletariat during more than 
two decades of political pow- 
er and was sentenced to dea- 

ith. 

The guerrillas said they wo- 
uld free him if the government 
liberated the 13 detained ext- 
remists -- including Red Bri- 
gades founder Renato Curcio 
- - but would kill him if the 
government refused. 

Last Friday the Brigades 
said they were going to carry 
out a “death sentence" on the 
five tinvs former premier, but 
as silence followed one week- 
end there had been widespre- 
ad speculation among police 
and other investigators that 
they were unwilling to carry 
out their threat and turn the 
president of the ruling Chris- 
tian Democratic Party into a 
martyr. 

Mourning 

The killing is certain to pl- 
unge Italy into a long period 
of mourning. 

Only hours before news of 
the discovery of the body was 
announced a police source 
said : "If they kill him every 
town in Italy will have a squ-

Body blessed 

The first tip on the disco- 
very of the body came from 
an anonymous telephone call 
to police headquarters warning 
that a bomb had been placed 
under the car in Via Caetani.

Mr. Moro's body was taken 
briefly to the Church of Jesus 
nearby and blessed by a Jesu- 
it priest. 

At the presidential palace a 
spokesman said head of state 
Giovanni Leone would address

ders. including premier Giulio 
Andreotti stood in shocked si- 
lence after hearing the news. 

Throughout Rome people 
were stunned by the news. 

Members of parliament were 
weeping as they entered Chris- 
tian Democratic headquarters. 

In parliament. Communist 
Giusseppe d'Alema said : "The 
Red Brigades are more brutal 
than the Nazi SS” and Repu- 
blican Antonio Del Pennino 
said : "They have no respect 
for human values.” 


Vance denies S. Arabia 
linked plane sales to oil 
prices or role of U.S. $ 

WASHINGTON, May 9 (R). — Secretary of State Cyrus Vance said today 
Saudi Arabia had not linked its purchase of 60 advanced F-I5 fighters with 
oil prices or the role of the dollar in oil policy. He was testifying to the 
House of Representatives International Relations Committee on President 
Carter’s controversial proposal to sell warplanes to three Middle East 
countries. 


U.N. troops cannot stop Palestinian forces 
from returning to south Lebanon, says Rabin 


TEL AVIV, May 9 (R). — For- 
mer Israeli premier Yitzhak 
Rabin said today U.N. peace- 
keeping troops in Lebanon co- 
uld not prevent the return of 
Palestinian guerrillas to the 
south of the country, but their 
presence could complicate any 
Israeli response to guerrilla at- 
tacks. 

Mr. Rabin was speaking to 
reporters during a visit to Is- 
raeli troops still in south Le- 
banon following their invasion 
of the territory in March. 

“I do not believe that the 
U.N. force is capable of pre- 
venting the infiltration of te- 
rrorists to southern Lebanon, 
and 1 am afraid it will not be 
effective against them," Mr. 
Rabin said. 

“But on the other hand it 
may set serious limitations in 
the future on any essential Is- 
raeli response if and when te- 
rrorists return and action has 
to be taken against them,” he 
said. 

Mr. Rabin said he agreed 
with the Israeli action in occ- 
upying the territory. But he 
added that the timing and me- 
thods used could have been 
different in view of Middle 
East peacetalks now in progr- 
ess. 

"The present Israeli line (in 
southern Lebanon) is only te- 
mporary and not too much im- 
portance should therefore be 
given to it.” 

Former Foreign Minister Yi- 


gal Allon said today United 
States President Jimmy Car- 
ter, Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and Israeli Prime Mini- 
ster Menachem Begin were all 
to blame for the present sta- 
lemate in Middle East peace 
talks. 

Addressing a public meeting 
in Jerusalem Mr. Allon said 
Mr. Carter erred by creating 
too exaggerated hopes among 
the Egyptians and other Arabs 
without being able to meet 
them. 

President Sadat’s error was 
in trying -to dictate prior con- 
ditions, while Mr. Begin was 
■wrong in trying to give. a new 
interpretation to Security Co- 
uncil Resolution 242, which 
w..uld exclude an Israeli with- 
drawal from parts of the oc- 
cupied West Bank. 

In London Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan said last night 
that he had been urged by Bri- 
tain jo renew Middle East pe- 
ace negotiations. 

"I can’t say that we agre- 
ed about everything.’’ Mr. Da- 
yan said in a BBC television 
interview after talks lasting 
45 minutes with British Prime 
Minister James Callaghan. 

Was Mr. Callaghan trying 
to get you 40 be more flexi- 
ble ? he was asked. 

"He tried to get us to. I wo- 
uldn't say be more flexible, 
but to take such steps necess- 
ary in order to renew the ne- 
gotiations,” Mr. Dayan said. 


In Damascus Syrian Presid- 
ent Hafez Assad today again 
criticised Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's trip to Jerusal- 
em last November and said 
it had undermined Arab intere- 
sts. 

In a speech. President Ass- 
ad said : "Our struggle is pas- 


sing through an unprecedented 
phase because of the serious 
split in the Arab front when 
the Egyptian president visited 
Jerusalem "this was unexpec- 
ted and thus disturbed the ba- 
lance in the region in a mann- 
er unknown since .the wars of 
the Crusades," he added. 


French forces will 
stay put in Tyre 


PARIS, May 9 (R). — France’s 
United Nations peacekeeping 
contingent in Lebanon will ke- 
ep its headquarters in Tyre for 
the time being, a Foreign Mi- 
nisry spokesman said today. He 
said the ministry had been in- 
formed by the United Nations 
that French and Senegalese 
units of the UNIFIL peaceke- 
eping force that were in the 
Tyre region were being rede- 
ployed. 

“But until ordered otherwise, 
the headquarters of the French 
contingent and its reserves are 
remaining in the Tyre barra- 
cks.” he said. Two French sol- 
diers were killed in clashes wi- 
the leftist guerrillas near Tyre 
last week. 

Meanwhile Palestinian com- 


mando leader Yasser Arafat 
today inspected guerrilla posi- 
tions in southern Lebanon, 
where Israeli occupation troops 
still hold a belt of territory 
stretching from the Mediterra- 
nean to the slopes of Mount 
Hermon. 

The Palestinian News Agen- 
cy Wafa reported that Mr. 
Arafat, head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation fPLO), 
had met fighters and other per- 
sonnel jn »he area but did not 
specify which locations he visi- 
ted. 


Besides the 60 F-15s for Sa- 
udi Arabia, the S5 billion pa- 
ckage includes 50 F-5E fighter 
bombers for Egypt and 15 F- 
15s and 75 F-!6s for Israel. 

Congress has until May 28 
- - 30 days after .the administ- 
ration formally proposed the 
sales --to veto any part of 
the package with a majority 
vote in both houses. President 
Carter has warned that he 
would withdraw the whole de- 
al if any of it was killed. 

Questioned about the Saudi 
attitude towards the sale, Mr. 
Vance said today he believed 
the Saudis would continue to 
do what was right and proper 
in their own and world inte- 
rest. 

He said he saw no prospec- 
tive changes in the Saudi po- 
licy of keeping oil prices sta- 
ble and continuing the pricing 
in dollars. 

Mr. Vance said there had 
been what he termed conside- 
rable loose talk about what 
the Saudis had said, adding 
that he had discussed the mat- 
ter with President Carter and 
high Saudi officials. 

"They have never indicated 
in any way whatsoever that 
they are linking oil prices or 
the question of the dollar to 
the proposed sale.” he said. 
’‘Indeed they have said quite 
the contrary." 

Mr. Vance’s appearance be- 
fore the committee came am- 
id reports that Congress and 
the administration were on 
the verge of a compromise ov- 
er the aircraft package. 

Members of both the Hou- 
se and Senate have urged that 
Israel get more planes and 
that the United States obtain 
assurances that the Saudis 
will use their aircraft only for 
defensive purposes. There have 
also been demands that the 
Saudi sale be cut. 

But Mr. Vance, asked whe- 
ther there was a compromise 
in the works, replied : "We 
have been having discussions 
with both sides of the Hill. 
The discussions are continu- 
ing. No conclusions have been 
reached. That is the state of 
play." 

He said the proposals wo- 
uld have to stand on their 
own feet but he said there had 
been suggestions about assu- 
rances. 

"We have been talking with 
the members to see whether or 
not somerhing can be done 
that would be helpful," he 
said. 


Asked specifically about the 
suggestion that Israel should 
get additional planes, he said 
members of Congress had pro- 
posed this. "That’s all I can 
say,” he added. 


The administration and me- 
mbers of both Senate and Ho- 
use have been holding intensi- 
ve discussions, but the admini- 
stration is apparently unwill- 
ing to t>P its hand too early. 


Carter not out to topple 
Begin, says White House 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (R). — 
The White House today stron- 
gly refuted a Senator's charge 
that the Carter administration 
wanted to break the U.S. al- 
liance with Israel and remove 
Premier Menachem Begin. 

Senator Lowell Weicker ma- 
de the stinging attack against 
President Carter and National 
Security Adviser Zbigniew Br- 
zezinskl at last night's annual 
dinner of the leading U.S. pro- 
Israell lobby group, the Ame- 
rican-Israel Public Affairs Co- 
mmittee (AIPaC). 

He accused Mr. Carter of 
trying to topple Mr. Begin from 
power and Mr. Brzezinski of 
wanting to break the historic 
alliance with Israel. 

The Senator was loudly ap- 
plauded by the 1.000 people 
in the audience when he called 
for Mr. Brzezinski's resigna- 
tion. 

In a formal response early 
today, a White House spokes- 
man said :: "These .rinds of 
false, inflammatory statements 
are unworthy of comment and 
counter-productive to a serious 
discussion of the Middle East 
problem. Mr. Brzezinski has re- 
peatedly made it clear that the 
U.S. commitment to Israel is 
unshakeable because it Is deri- 
ved from the strongest moral 
imperatives" 

A senior White House aide 
was booed and shouted at du- 
ring last night's meeting when 
he defended President Carter’s 
integrity and support for the 
Jewish state. 

White House Counsel Robert 
LiDShutz could hardly be heard 
above the din as he voiced 
deep sorrow over Mr. Weick- 
er’s attack. "Shut up and sit 
down.” several people shouted. 
The senator had said earlier 
he knew of no difference bet- 


ween national leaders who In 
history had blamed their pro- 
blems on the Jews and "the 
signals Brzezinski is sending to- 
day." 

Mr.Lipshutz asked to reply. 
The booing and hissing started 
as he rose to speak. 


“No room” for 
communists in 
Egypt says Sadat 


ALEXANDRIA Egypt. May 9 
(RV — President Anwar Sadat 
told his new cabinet today they 
must keep the public better in- 
formed on problems facing the 
government and ways of solv- 
ing them. 

He was also quoted by In- 
formation Minister Abdel Ma- 
neim Sawi as telling the mi- 
nisters that there was no place 
for Communism in Egypt. 

"Imported ideologies, especi- 
ally Communist, are rejected,” 
the president was quoted as

Prime Minister Mamdouh Sa-

World’s largest natural gas supply lines 

inaugurated by Queen Elizabeth 

ST. FERGUS, Scotland, May 9 (R). — Queen Elizabeth today 
inaugurated new terminals here to receive natural gas from 
what «s thought to be the world’s largest offshore gas reser- 
voir - the Frigg field in the North Sea. Yesterday Norway’s 
King Olaf flew out to platforms to open officially production 
from the field, which straddles the divide between British and 
Norwegian sectors. Exploitation of Frigg, discovered in 1972 by 
French prospectors, was a major international enterprise invo- 
lving the French oil majors ELF Aquitaine and Total Oil Mar- 
ine and British and Norwegian companies; Much of the piping 
was made in Japan. The terminal at this northeast coast village 
will supply about a third of Britain’s current gas needs - 10 
per cent of t°tal energy consumption. 

USSR celebrates victory over Nazi Germany 

MOSCOW, May 9 (R). — With solemn ceremonies, calls for 
military vigilance and warnings of a threat from China and the 
West, the Soviet Union today celebrated the 33rd anniversary 
of the victory over Nazi Germany. As thousands of children 
mounted guard on memorials to what Russians call the Great 
Patriotic War, Defence Minister Dmitry Ustinov told the co- 
untry : "The danger of unleashing a new world war emanates 
from imperialism.'' 

Sadat gives book royalties to aid village 

CAIRO, May 9 (AP). — President Sadat is donating half the 
$200,000 in royalties from the sale of his autobiography to de- 
velopment projects for his home village in the Nile delta the 
authoritative Al Ahram newspaper said today. 


Everest scaled without oxygen 

KATMANDU, May 9 (R). — Two climbers, an Austrian and an 
Italian have succeeded in scaling Mount Everest, the world's 
highest mountain, without the use of oxygen at any stage, ac- 
cording to reports received here today from the expedition's 
base camp. Reinhold Messner, 33, from vilinoess, South Tyrol, 
Italy, and Peter Habeler, 35 from Mayrhofen Austria, reached 
the 8,848 metre summit at noon yesterday, the repont said. 

Soviets, U.S. agree on chemical weapons ban 

GENEVA, May 9 (R). — The Soviet Union and the United Sta- 
tes said here today .they had agreed on much of the scope of a 
proposed ban on chemical weapons, but were still divided ab- 
out how to guard against cheating. In a joint report to the 30- 
nation Geneva disarmament conference the two super-powers 
said they were continuing intensive negotiations on the accords 
that have been going on for nearly two years, and would .try 
to complete .them as soon as possible. Soviet Ambassador Vik- 
tor Likhachev presented the report as the Geneva arms talks 
delegates prepared to adjourn their spring meeting and move 
to New York for a special session of .the United Nations Gene- 
ral Assembly on Disarmament opening May 23. 

Somalia denies Kenya invasion charge 

MOGADISHU, Somalia, May 9 (AP). — Somalia Tuesday denied 
allegations that President Mohammad Siad Barre planned to in- 
vade neighboring Kenya in mid-March, following Somalia's de- 
feat in the Ogaden war. A spokesman for the Ministry of Defe- 
nce here said no such invasion plan existed nor would there be 
one in the future. A Somali army deserter Monday, who admi- 
tted complicity in April’s failed attempt to overthrow the So- 
mali leader, leveled the charge in Nairobi, Kenya during a press 
conference at the Nairobi area Police headquarters. 
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Will the Arabs miss 
yet another opening? 

While most Middle East eyes are focussed on 
Washington this month to see the outcome of the 
proposals to sell American warplanes to several 
Mideast states, an event of potentially equal 
importance took place in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 
last week that, we suggest, should prompt all Arab 
leaders to review the mechanics of the drive to 
restore Arab and Palestinian rights and occupied 
territories. 

While we in the Arab World are often prone to 
talking in simple cliches and convincing each other 
of the justice of our cause, we usually remain well 
away from the focal point of the struggle for justice 
or domination in the Middle East. That all-important 
focal point - - if one has to be picked out - - is 
somewhere on Pennsylvania Avenue between the 
White House and the U.S. Congress. We are seeing 
this proved again with the saga of the warplanes. 

But the event in Pittsburgh that we think deserves 
closer scrutiny by Arab leaderships is the sixth 
annual convention of the National Association of 
Arab Americans (NAAA). The NAAA has recently 
come into its own as a growing force in domestic 
American politics, and it is conveniently portrayed j 
as an Arab counterforce to the much bigger and 
slicker Israeli lobby. That description is perhaps too 
simplistic. But the NAAA is a force in the United 
States that will have increasingly greater clout, 
particularly with the election of well versed and 
respected people such as Mr.- Najeeb "Halaby as its 
current president. 

The NAAA is rooted in the United States and 
supported by contributions from Americans of Arab 
descent. It can and should be a rallying point around 
which Arab political action can crystallise to counter 
Israeli propaganda and to promote legitimate Arab 
demands and rights. The NAAA is only one of many 
such organisations in the United States, but it is 
particularly well placed to play a dynamic and 
constructive role in an arena where the Arabs have 
traditionally played no role at all. The potential of 
the NAAA and other such groups should he explored 
and tapped. To miss this opportunity would be 
nothing less than a collective dereliction of duty by 
the Arabs to fight their battles on all fronts and using 
all their means. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Under the heading "A Grave Warning" AL RAT Tuesday said that 
His Majesty King Hussein has once again warned of the immin- 
ent dangers facing the Arab nation. He emphasised that Israel 
was still planning to change the status quo in the East Bank 
in order to reach ,the heart of the Arab World. 

In his meeting with officers of the Fifth Royal Armoured 
Division Monday the King said that "the strategic area in which 
we liva makes us a target for Zionist ambitions.” 

The newspaper asks : 'What does this grave warning by 
the King mean to the Arab leaders and peoples ? And what wo- 
uld the collapse of this Arab fortress mean to our brethem in 
ithe hinterland ?” 

Jordan continues to be ithe only stronghold defending the 
Arab abode with its holy places and wealth but it «s not getting 
sufficient support which the Arabs are bound rto offer to buttress 
this solid wall, enabling it to confront and deter the enemy, A1 
Ra'i adds.

The Arabs also should build up their own forces and deploy 
(them along the "remaining confrontation lines in the face of 
the Zionist menace which now extends ,to places that were ne- 
ver thought of by the Arab leaders," the newspaper says.

AMMAN. May 9 (JNA;. — His Majesty King Hussein 
presided over the annual meeting of the Civil Aviation 
Safety Committee at the Amman Civil Airport this after- 
noon. The King listened to a report by the Director Ge- 
neral of the Civil Aviation Department, Sharif Ghazi 
Rakan, on progress during the past months and measures 
taken to ensure safety of civil aviation in Jordan. The 
King stressed the neccessity of completing the automatic 
approach system to the Amman and Aqaba airports for 
ensuring the best possible air safety. The committee de- 
bated matters related to possible night landing in the 
Aqaba airport, providing better services in aircraft main- 
tenance and raising the standard of personnel working 
in the airports. The committee further discussed moder- 
nising and developing air safety and improving services 
provided for passengers in both airports. The committee 
underscored raising the standard of ground operations 
and setting up direct and continuous contact between 
the Civil Aviation Department, Alia, the Royal Jordanian 
Airline and other air companies. The committee com- 
prises representatives of the Civil Aviation Department, 
Alia, The Royal Jordanian Air Force and the Royal Jor- 
danian Aviation Academy. 

Pharmacists take action an recent Israeli 
licencing decision 

AMMAN. May 9 (JNA). — The Secretary General of the 
Arab Pharmacists Association, Dr. Ahmad Ali Abul 
’Ainein has been called upon to raise the issue of the re- 
cent Israeli decision to withdraw scientific certificates 
from Arab on the West Bank and give licences for prac- 
tising medicine and pharmacy to people of their choo- 
sing at the Arab Ministerial Health Council. The urgent

The message has already been passed on to the 
Arab Ministerial Health Council for the necessary action.

AMMAN. May 9 (JNA). — The Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, Hassan Ibrahim, last night presented 
the Soviet ambassador with the Independence Medal of 
the first order.

20. Ways of promoting the society’s activities will be 
discussed. The society, one of the oldest in Jordan, was 
established in 1944. 

Health minister opens childrens unit at 
Princess Basma Hospital, Irbid 

IRBID, May 9 (JNA). — The acting Minister of Health, 
Abdul Raouf Al Rawabdeh. inaugurated the children’s 
section at the Princess Basma Hospital and two specia- 
lised clinics in Irbid today as well as a medical centre in 
the town of Qamim and three village clinics in the chil- 
dren section, the minister said that studies are underway 
for the establishment of a 200-bed emergency hospital 
in the city - of Irbid, on which work is expected to start 
in the coming few months. The new children’s section at 
the hospital has 35 beds and work is underway for 
enlarging the other sections of the hospital and furnish- 
ing them with the equipment.

French intend to train Jordan- 
ian journalist-?

The new programme will in- 
itially be run by two French 
T.V. loumalisfs.

AMMAN, May 9 — Agree- 
ment was reached yesterday 
for the first direct flights fr- 
om Europe to Aqaba accord- 
ing to Mr. Joachjm Kuhn, Ge- 
neral Manager of Jordan’s Ho- 
liday Inn. Regular direct fli- 
ghts from Copenhagen will 
stan In early November and 
some flights may begin as 
early as mid-October. 

The conclusion of this agre- 
ement is the end result of 
a number of feasibility studies 
and cooperation agreements 
between operators, hotels and 
airlines over the past eight 
months. 

“The idea originated last 
September.” Mr. Kuhn said, 
“when Mr. Ivad Khaiidi. Vice 
President of Sales and Mar- 
keting for Alia agreed to a 
fair price fnr direct, flights to 
A«aha. He n wired us the sa- 
me rate to Aqaba as to Amman 
This is what really opened the 
door.” 

Holiday inn. one of the le- 
ading hotels in Jordan, which 
is anxious to improve condi- 
tions for its hotel in Aqaba, 
then invited a team of its 
sales managers representing 
all Alia destinations in Euro- 
pe’ to conduct a feasibility st- 
udy of the Aqaba project. 

The idea of the study 
Was to see exactly what a 
tourist would encounter in 
Aqaba and how conditions co- 
uld be improved to provide 
for and attract more tourists. 

Two main problems the te- 
am found were that “Aqaba 
lacked competitive prices and 
sufficient tourist services.” 

The team presented the stu- 
dy to Mr. Barakat, Minister 
of Tourism, to explain the 
problems facing the Holiday 
Inn and tourism in general in 
Aqaba. 

“In the past tourists were 
nervous about certain prices 
in Aqaba. There were no tab- 
les of prices and tourists just 
didn’t know what to expect. 
In five trips from the airport 
into town it was possible to 
be charged five different far- 
es. Also Aqaba lacked certain 
conveniences and activities 
which are attractive to touri- 
sts such as tennis courts, mi- 
ni-golf, etc. the building of 
the Aqua Marina was a big 
help in that line." 

“But in the study we found 
that our hotel prices just did- 
n’t compete with those in 
Athens, Eilat and Tunisia," 
conceded Mr. Kuhn. “So we 
worked out aU hew rates. Co- 
nsidering that with a steady 
flow of tourists and regular 
groups we could cut hotel pr- 
ices to a bare minimum on a 
package deal.” 

They also managed to con- 
vince two operators here to 
keep their fees at an extreme- 
ly low level 

Thus with new competitive 
hotel rates, the assurance of 
Alia rates and the cooperat- 
ion of the operators a pack- 
age deal emerged. 

European holiday makers 

Mr. Kuhn mentioned that 
Holiday Inn did some research 
into the various markets to 
see which would be the most 
successful. They concluded 
that the European market was 
the best one to tap. 


“The American tourists us- 
ually - want to see as much 
as they can in as short a time 
as possible,” he said. “They 
wouldn’t be interested in spe- 
nding more than ’a day in Aq- 
aba whereas the Europeans 
are more inclined to spend a 
few days on the Aqaba 
beach.” 

Holiday Inn and Alia began 
immediately to promote Aqa- 
ba in European cities, mainly 
In Germany and Scandinavia. 
In the meantime European 
travel agents were Invited to 
visit Aqaba to examine its 
prospects. Of those who ca- 
me “80 per cent felt the pro- 
duct was sellable.” 

Mr. Kuhn said that “althou- 
gh it usually takes about two 
years to promote a place we 
hope to be successful in one 
year - -by next winter.” 

So far three major Europe- 
an tour operators have been 
studying contracts for the di- 
rect flights. 

Deal with Tjaereborg 

The deal which was reached 
yesterday is with Tjaereborg, 
the Danish based European 
hol'dav . company. Together 
with local agents. Shepherds 
Tours and Travel owned by 
Raii and Bacsem Khourv and 
Antone Tawfrq Nazzal, Tjaere- 
borg signed a deal for between 
500 and 600 tourists a week 
to fly into Aqaba on back-to- 
back charter fights. 

This will take up, from Nov. 
1, about half of Aqaba's total 
hotel capacity and for the ti- 
me being virtually rules out 
any other large bulk tourist 
deal in the Red Sea port city. 

The only thing which had 
been holding up the agreeme- 
nt was the hotel pricing arr- 
angement. According to Mr. 
Kuhn all parties were in basic 
agreement: however, two of 
the hotels in Aqaba had deci- 
ded to press for a rate which 
was higher than originally pla- 
nned. 

In this case the Ministry of 
Tourism intervened and per- 
suaded >the hotels to change 
their stand, thus rescuing the 
agreement. 

Under the new arrangement 
each hotel will get its own 
voucher separately. 

Tjaereborg started in 1950 
when Pastor Eilif Krogager 
and his sexton organised a co- 


ach tour to Spain for members 
of their local Danish commu- 
nity. The two impoverished 
churchmen were able to go 
along as guides and the idea 
caught on. Later the same ye- 
ar Pastor Krogager and a local 
schoolteacher sent off another 
seven groups of holidaymak- 
ers. 

Today the Tjaereborg found- 
ation organises holidays for 
over one million tourists a ye- 
ar. It owns its own coaches, 
airplanes and hotels. Other 
companies in the group are 
concerned with language edu- 
cation, freight and transport 
and a flight training school. 
Pastor Krogager Is still a con- 
sultant to the foundation. 

Tjaereborg is no stranger 
to the immediate area. A few 
years ago it initiated the de- 
velopment of Eilat, just acro- 
ss the sands in Israel, from 
a rather sleepy backwater lo- 
cal Israeli resort into an in- 
ternational centre that quick- 
ly caught on with European 
holiday makers. Last year, 
having dropped Eilat from 
their tour programmes, the 
company was looking for an 
alternative when Shepherd's 
introduced the idea of Aqaba 
to them. 

Shepherd's reasoned that if 
Tjaereborg could make a suc- 
cess out of. being the first in- 
ternational holiday company 
to fly charters packed with 
tourists into Eilat they could 
do the same for Aqaba. 

Tjaereborg is also confident. 
Originally it was prepared to 
take over every room that 
was available In Aqaba in the 
main hotels. However this 
was cut back when It was 
realised that some space wo- 
uld have to be reserved for 
the normal tourists who have 
been the mainstay of Aqaba’s 
business sine# it started. 

This one deal vindicates cu- 
rrent opinion in the Ministry 
of Tourism that the private 
sector can and must be more 
aeeressive and seize the ini- 
tiative in developing the touri- 
sm industry in Jordan. 

While the ministry is wait- 
ing for the results of a $1 
million feasibility study on 
the Aqaba Lagoon project it 
indicates that Jordan has got 
attractions that could fill the 
3,000- rooms the project may 
make available. 


No room for slip ups 

While Tjaereborg is prepar- 
ing to print brochures and 
organise an advertising cam- 
paign for Aqaba in Europe 
in preparation for the 197S/79 
winter holiday season, the 
long-term success of the ven- 
ture will depend on the satis- 
faction of the holiday makers 
they bring. 

Many of the company's cus- 
tomers return year after year, 
perhaps going to different re- 
sorts. In this atmosphere of 
a large club the word soon 
gets around about the kind 
of holidays the tourists enjo- 
yed in other resorts, other 
hotels. 

Cancelled holidays, no ro- 
oms for the tourists, holiday 
makers booked into uncomp- 
leted hotels and such dis- 
asters haunt the package tour 
industry and are quick to be 
seized on by the popular press 
in the travellers’ home coun- 
tries. 

“One slip up, one messed 
up tour, and we are in trou- 
ble,” says Shepherd’s Director, 
Antone (Tqny) Nazzal. “It 
would mean cancelled book- 
ings and a drop in business 
for at least a couple of mon- 
ths.” he cautions. 

A series of messed uo tours 
could put a company out of 
business. Or in the case of 
an international operator like 
Tjaereborg. it would drop the 
resort from its schedules. 

There is particular concern 
with Aqaba because governm- 
ent agencies in Jordan, as in 
many other Arab countries, 
frequently fail to make the 
necessary arrangements in ad- 
vance for hotel accomodation 
and end up .commandeering 
rooms and hotel facilities for 
official guests and junkets. 

So far, no one in Jordan 
has come up with guarantees 
that package tourists, along 
with other guests, will not be 
ordered to vacate their rooms 
by an unhappy hotel manager 
forced by government agenci- 
es. 

Mr. Nazzal acknowledges 
the situation: “Since nobody 
can guarantee it won’t happen 
we have got to face the pos- 
sibility that it could happen. 
For one night, if the govern- 
ment wants these rooms bad- 
ly enough and Is prepared to 


pay the cost we could manage 
by taking the tourists in coa- 
ches for a-dav-and-a-night to- 
ur of say Damascus. But this 
would have to be at no cost 
to the tourist and would ob- 
viously cost the government 
plenty.” 

So far the government has 
given no opinion on the sug- 
gestion. 

Puritan ethics won’t do 

Another problem facing the 
tours operators is that of tra- 
nsposing a sizeable number of 
tourists from a liberal Euro- 
pean environment into a fairly 
strict Mideast social atmosph- 
ere. Tnevjtablv there will be 
interaction. The potential tro- 
uble for the tourist arises 
when the active and pervasive 
enforcers of law and moral 
order turn their attentions to 
the tourists. 

“We are selling the sun, 
romance and ancient cultures 
to the tourists who are rot 
going to take kindly to being 
told to stop kissing during a 
moonlight stroll along the be- 
ach,” says one tourism orient- 
ed bus in ess nun. 

“Let's face it.” he goes on. 
"Some of the tourists we br- 
ing to Jordan are going to be 
seeking romantic interludes in 
their lives, wherher with other 
tourists or perhaps with local 
residents. So long as these 
people do not offend against 
public decency there should 
be no wav overzealous police 
and security can interfere in 
their private activities.” 

The ministry’s attitude Is 
"let’s hope it doesn't happen.” 
However some senior officials 
in the ministry' acknowledge 
that the success off the Aqaba 
Lagoon project depends on 
Jordan’s ability to attract the 
well-off expatriate and the na- 
tionals of the Arab oil-pro- 
ducing states. 

"Let there be no mistake 
about it,” says one, “If we 
decide to go ahead with the 
lagoon project then it is going 
to be a wine, women and song 
deal with a gambling casino 
being an integral part of the 
whole scheme. We are going 
to have to accept that, alth- 
ough doing our best to make 
sure there is no offence to 
public decency-"

OAPEC discusses Arab oil refining policy 

KUWAIT, May 9 (R). — Arab o3 producing countries began 
a one-day ministerial meeting today to discuss a proposed com- 
mon Arab ofl refining policy. 

The ten-member Organisation of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) was also expected at the meeting to sign 
a protocol setting up an OAPEC legal board and decide on an 
Arab petroleum training institute to be set up in Baghdad. 

Kuwaiti Oil Minister Sheikh AH Khalifeh A] Sabah told the 
opening session that oil producers were facing challenges from 
industrialised countries and foreign oil companies following 
their take-over of oil operations. 


document had already been 
accepted by Paniotis’ defence 
lawyer, he said.

Paniotis is still held in de- 
tention, while Lebrecht is on 
bail. 


London, Bonn want EEC to spend 
less on Mediterranean farming 


BRUSSELS, May 9 (R). — 
Britain and West Germany 
have pressed for a cut in the 
cost to the Common Market of 
proposals to modernise Medi- 
terranean agriculture. 

Farm ministers of the Nine, 
meeting here last night for 
a new attempt to agree on 
Die EEC’s annual farm prices 
package, have before them a 
proposal that the community 
contribute up to half of a $2.5 
billion five-year plan to res- 
tructure agriculture in south- 
ern France and the Italian 
Mezzogiomo. 

Linked to it is a compro- 
mise prices package for the 
1978-1979 growing season sug- 
gested by the EEC’s Executive 
Commission. 

But West German Agricul- 
ture Minister Josef Ertl insist- 
ed at the ministers’ last me- 


eting in Luxembourg that 
Bonn would not approve the 
package unless the proposed 
EEC share in the Mediterran- 
ean agricultural restructuring 
was reduced. 

Danish sources said the ch- 
airman of yesterday’s meeting, 
Danish Farm Minister Poul 
Dalsager, wanted to press ah- 
ead with this topic. 

This would give the minis- 
ters the rest of the week, if 
they need it, to complete the- 
ir marathon run to agreement 
on the prices package for the 
season which was supposed to 
begin in April. 

The commission has propos- 
ed a compromise price increase 
averaging just over two per 
cent as compared with the 
1977-78 season. This would 
be the lowest ever and has a 
number of- critics, especially 


in Belgium, which wants five 
per cent. 

British Farm Minister John 
Silkin told his colleagues yes- 
terday that the EEC should 
not bear more than 30 per 
cent of the cost of restructur- 
ing Mediterranean agriculture, 
the rest being borne by the 
countries benefiting from the 
schemes. 

West German sources said 
Mr. Ertl did not name a pre- 
cise percentage yesterday, "but 
he called for flexibility, vary- 
ing the community’s share in 
different projects. 

Behind the West German 
and British arguments lies the 
awareness that whatever the 
community does for French 
and Italian Mediterranean far- 
mers, it could be called unon 
to do the same for Spain, Gre- 
ece, and Portugal, which have 
applied to join the community. 
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Qatar recently inaugurated the Gulf area’s first integrated steel mill with an 
annual production capacity of 400,000 metric tons in terms of crude steel. 
The mill, made in Japan, is situated in Umm Said and is operated by the Qatar 
Steel Co. Ltd. One of the features of this steel mill is the adoption of the 
direct reduction process in place of the blast furnace method in order to uti- 
lise the abundant natural gas in the country. The steel mill will provide the 
neighbouring countries as well as the Qatari domestic market with bars for 
construction use, having a capacity to annually produce 330,000 metric tons of 
finished products. The Gulf area’s annual demand for construction-use bars is 
expected to reach three million metric tons in the near future. Photos above 
show a partial view of the mill and some of the mill’s employees on the fob.

U.S. trade embargo 
on Cuba to continue 


ORLANDO, Florida/ May 9 (AP), — Cuban intervention in 
Africa makes it unlikdy that the Outer administration wifi 
lift the Cuban trade embargo soon, Ambassador Robert Stra. 
uss has assured Florida agricultural interests. 

Strauss, the president’s special trade representative, said in 
a letter to Sen, Richard Stone, a Florida Democrat, that even 
If the embargo was lifted Cuba would not get preferential 
treatment without Congressional approval. 

Sen, Stone had written to Strauss after hearing about the 
concerns of the Orlando-based United Growers and Shippers 
and the Florida Fruit and Vegetable Association. 

Florida growers fear that favoured nation status for Cuban 
imports would seriously damage the citrus, sugar and tobacco 
industries. 

Both groups warned the state’s Congressional delegation 
and major agricultural leaders that their interpretation of fed. 
exal trade accords was that President Carter didn't need Con- 
gressional approval to lift the current embargo on Cuba, 
Strauss wrote Stone: *T doubt that the president will end . 
the present embargo on Cuban imports in the near future giv- 
en Cuban intervention In Africa." 

Under the trade laws, Strauss said, any commercial agree- 
ment with Cuba "would need to be approved by Congress” 
But Stone said after receiving Strauss' letter that ’’it’s still an 
open question whether the U.S. trade embargo again* Cuba 
will be Lifted by either the president or by the Congress.’ 1

East fascination for gold returns 


of 


market price nose-dive

LONDON, (F.T.) — The Mid- 
dle East’s fascination for gold 
is nothing new. In fact the 
metal is said to have been 
“discovered" about 6,000 years 
ago in the Tigris-Euohrates 
valley. Subsequently the rul- 
ers of Egypt developed an in- 
satiable desire for it and mi- 
nes were even organised as 
far afield as Abyssinia. 

Official and unofficial activity 
Gold remains very much 
part of the public monetary 
system in the Middle East wh- 
ile gold smuggling continues 
to be the top romantic occu- 
pation of the area. Both offi- 
cial and unofficial activity in 
the gold market became cent- 
red on Beirut after the end 
of the Second World • War 
when, as well as. supplying the 
surrounding areas and. the Far 
East, gold was airlifted from 
Beirut to Kuwait for the In- 
dia run. Nowadays, however, 
direct flights to Dubai have 
cut out that section of Bei- 
rut's business. 

As a free gold market sur- 
rounaed by countries which do 
not permit the importation of 
gold, Beirut's position as a 
major smuggling centre conti- 
nues. But the changing pat- 
tern of the Middle East gold 
market in recent years, caused 
by the great increase in we- 
alth throughout the region, 
has meant that its dominance 


is now being seriously chal- 
lenged by other centres such 
as Damascus and Jeddah. 

As a result of the oil price 
rises in 1973/74 local inhabi- 
tants have become much mo- 
re able to satisfy their dreams 
of owning large quantities of 
gold, which they view both 
as a status symbol and as a 
store of wealth. Meanwhile, 
the flow of migrant labour th- 
roughout the region in servi- 
ce, construction and develop- 
ment projects is providing a 
large and continuous offtake 
of gold. For when the migrant 
labourers have finished ‘their 
term -- normally a year to IS 
months -- they take the gold 
back to their home countries. 

Immigrant market 

Immigrant workers come 
mainly from India and Pakis- 
tan but also from the poorer 
regions around the Gulf, such 
as Yemen, and as far away 
as Korea. Thailand, Ethiopia 
and Somalia. They are paid In 
local currency which is not 
worth transporting to their 
home countries so they tend 
either to convert it into hard 
currency or they buy gold. 

Thus a large market has sp- 
rung up In which immigrant ■ 
workers as well as middle- 
class Arabs want to buy me- 
dals, jewellery and coins to 
safeguard their future, to en- 
sure an adequate dowry and 


After heady predictions that gold would soon break 
through the $200 an ounce mark, it has once again 
taken a nose-dive as the United States announced plans 
to sell some of its stockpile. But the desire to own gold 
goes back a long, long way - - and the market is getting 
bigger all the time. 


to bolster savings eroded by 
Inflation. 

Provisional figures of the 
London-based Samuel Monta- 
gu. of the world’s Largest deal- 
ers, show that around 370 
tons of gold were sent to the 
Middle East in 1977. Turkey 
took the lion’s share of about 
100 tons. 

All Turkish gold., incidenta- 
lly, is imported Illicitly Into 
the country without paving 
duties. And unlike other im- 
porter? the country is not rea- 
lly a distribution centre but 
rather a net absorber of gold 
from other centres. This real- 
ly reflects how Turkish farm- 
ers have traditionally turned 
profits from good harvests 
into gold rather than trusting 
the banks. 

Middle East Imports 

According to Consolidated 
Gold Fields Saudi Arabia im- 
ported around 90 tons of gold 
in 1977, a third of which was 
then re-exported to Egypt, 
Jordan and Tndia. Between six 
to eight tons of the Saudi go- 


ld was made into coins and 
20 to 25 torts into jewellery. 
Some 60 tons were sold as 

gold bars. 

Iran imported about 70 tons. 
Kuwait bought 30 tons and re- 
exported five. Dubai's imports 
reached 42 tons, though much 
of this was subsequently re- 
exported to other parts of the 
Gulf and further afield. Syria, 
Lebanon and Jordan bought 
20 tons between them and the 

UAE around twice that amo- 
unt. 

Taste for Western Jewellery 

One of the most interesting 
trends last year was the ten- 
dency to buy more Western 
jewellery despite premiums of 
only around 20 per cent char- 
ged by Arab craftsmen com- 
pared to the 200-300 per cent 
charged by their Western co- 
unterparts. 

Previously Western jewelle- 
ry sold very poorly because 
buyers were far more interest- 
ed in the Inherent value of the 
gold content rather than any 
aesthetic qualities. Locally- 


Japanese left determines to block Narita opening

NARITA, Japan. (R). — Ra- 
dical leftists may tty to send 
a blazing radio-controlled mo- 
del aircraft crashing into a 
depot containing millions of 
gallons of jet fuel if the gove- 
ernment tries, yet again to op- 
en Tokyo’s new international 
airport here. 

In the past the extremist' 
opponents of the S2.6 billion 
airport, have developed such 1 
bizarre home-made weapons* as 
giant slingshots and a Roman 
siege engine capable of hurling 
Molotov cocktails hundreds of 
metres. 

The Japanese authorities 
have turned the airport into 
what they view as an impreg- 
nable fortress following wide- 
spread violence in March wh- 
ich caused cancellation of op- 
ening' ceremonies on March 30. 

But sources 'close to the ra- 
dicals say that the 26 organis- 
ations in the vanguard of the 
protests are now drawing up 
plans to halt the new opening 
set for May 20. 

Hit-and-run tactics 

They decline to give any 


details but are known to fav- 
our hit-and-run tactics in view 
of the fact that thousands of 
riot police are guarding the 
airport behind walls of wire 
and* even a moat. 

The sources said the radi- 
cals might set radio-controlled 
mcylel airplanes on fire and lo- 
ose them on the airport fuel 
depot which contains some 
11.6 million gallons (53.000 
kilo litres) of jet fuel. They mi- 
ght also try to touch off the 
fuel with incendiary bullets. 

The .police have been accus- 
ed ot .heavy handedness m th- 
eir efforts to protect the air- 
port, which has become a sy- 
mbol of the evils of capitalism 
to Japanese leftists. 

It was a small group of 20 
radicals who slipped through 
a guard of 13.000 riot police- 
men last March 23 to enter 
and wreck the airport’s control 
tower. 

Because of the damage to 
radar, communications syst- 
ems, and other electronic de- 
vices required to get planes 
into and out of Narita. the go- 
vernment cancelled the open- 
ing date until the equipment 
could be replaced. 

That has now been done 
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and the airport is ready for 
operations. 

The control tower has been 
turned into a 16-storey citad- 
el to prevent a recurrence of 
the March raid. 

Officers in the tower have 
been equipped with thick steel 
doors with electronic locks. 
The floors, stairs and walls 
have been armoured with ste- 
el plates and offices have es- 
cape ropes to enable air con- 
trollers to slide to safety if 
radicals break in. 

During the March raid, con- 
trollers in the tower scrambled 
out on the roof and had to be 
lifted to safety by police heli- 
copters while helmeted radi- 
cals inside smashed equipment 
with hammers and iron bars. 

In keeping with Japan’s 
high technology, the ropes 
have been fitted with .special 
devices to slow the spq^d of 
descent to a comfortable and 
safe swoop. 

The airport itself is a fort- 
ress. Police are stringing up 
a second perimeter fence 3nd 
setting barbed wire on top of 
the first. 

Moats are being dug around 
the outside perimeter and ste- 
el sheets and barbed wire are 
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being buried under the fences 
to stop any tunnelling. 

Trees near the fences are 
being chopped down because 
they may hide radicals pre- 
paring for a raid. 

Opponents committed 

Despite the government ac- 
tion in fortifying the airport, 
located on former farmland 
60 tens, to the northeast of 
Tokyo, the opponents are ma- 
intaining their commitment 
to stop the opening. 

They plan to begin drum- 
ming up public support with 
a mass rally in Tokyo next 
Sunday and for opening day 
are preparing a huge protest 
demonstration near the airpo- 
rt. 

It was at such a demonstra- 
tion in March that widespread 
rioting broke out, followed by 
the control tower attack wh- 
ich crippled opening day plans. 

A spokesman for the Sanri- 
zuka-Shibayama Anti-Airport 
League which groups most op- 
ponents, told Reuters that its 
ultimate aim was unchanged 
- - to force the government to 
scrap the airport. 

"We will block the opening 
bv force," be said. 
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manufactured jewellery conta-

Those most fa- 
voured depict the head of 
George V. Female heads on 
coins are not so well received 
and are often covered, which' 
detracts from the authentici- 
ty of the coin. 

Gold as Investment 

Finally, the purchase of go- 
ld in the form of bullion as 
strictly as investment is fair- 
ly limited since if Arabs wish 
to purchase bullion for invest- 
ment purpose.® it is usually 
held in Zurich or London. 
However, with the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund (IMF) and 
the United' States boosting 
world supplies this is another 
area where some private Arab 
investors have been active. 

With so many more private 
buyers in the market Middle 
East speculators and smugg- 
lers have been having a field 
day. In the latter category the 
latest catch was. recently made 
by Swiss customs officials who 
discovered a Swiss national 
with some $120,000 worth of 


gold hidden in his belt. Tlic 
largest market for the gold 
smuggler, India, may soon dry 
up, however, if the govern- 
ment goes ahead with plans to 
sell gold to the public and 
to allow jewellery exporters 
to import gold at internation- 
al prices. 

Gold for oil 

There have also been sub- 
stantial rumours lately that 
Middle East oil producers mi- 
ght in future demand chat a 
certain percentage of their oil 
revenue should be paid in go- 
ld. Meanwhile gold would also 
have a part to play m any 
plan to switch to a basket 
of currencies to replace the 
dollar as a basis for calculat- 
ing oil payments. 

Middle East countries with 
surplus funds available are 
quite capable of buying very 
large quantities of gold on the 
open market but would run 
the risk of forcing the price 
right up as well as displeas- 
ing the U.S. administration if 
they did so. 

A new IMF ruling due to 
come into effect by the end 
of this year will also affect 
the world market. It will al- 
low the big central banks to 
buy and sell gold in the open 
market at current prices inste- 
ad of the artifici.il figure i-f 
$42 an ounce. If other centra! 
banks whose currencies are 
suffering from balance m pa- 
yments difficulties follow the 
U.S. example in selling off 
part of their gold rescr.es 
then the gold price would 
continue to dive. So it will 
be interesting to see whether 
surplus countries in the Gulf 
come to the rescue by buying 
in the new metal to' add to 
their own reserves.

Q.— I am at a loss after one of 
my opponents opens the bid- 
ding with one no trump. How 
do you compete and when?— 
P. Davidson, New York, N.Y. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— There are many conven- 
tional methods of getting into 
the auction after an opponent 
opens the bidding with one no 
trump, but I am not convinced 
about the soundness of some or 
the necessity ol others. 1 will 
outline a method that is both 
simple and practical. 

The first thing to bear in mind 
is that, after an opposing one no 
trump opening, your chances 
for making game are slight. 
Therefore, you are really com- 
peting for a part score. Also, 
you must be wary about enter- 
ing the auction, especially in the 
direct seat where you might be 
caught in a vise between two 
strong hands. 

The prime requisite for enter- 
ing the auction in the direct seat 
b that you have a good, long suit. 
If you do not. you run the risk of 
a heavy penalty. Also if the oppo- 
nents buy the contract, part- 
ner will almost certainly lead 
your suit, and it must be able to 
stand the lead. 

Thus, all suit overcalb of one 
no trump, except for two dubs, 
tend to show a six-card or longer 
suit. The overcall does oot neces- 
sarily promise much in the way 
of high cards outside the bid 
suiL 

Two clubs can be used as a 
takeout for the major suits— the 
Laady Convention. It guarantees 
at least nine, probably ten. 
cards in the major suits and says 
nothing about your holding in 
dubs. Partner is required to re- 
spond in bb better major at 
whatever level he desires to 

p,a £. 

There are two different 
ways of treating a double of one 
no trump. Some use it to show a 
balanced hand at least as strong 
as the no trump opening bid. 
Others play it as a good hand 
with a strong suit that can 


virtually defeat one no trump on 
his own. such os: ♦Ax ' Kxx 
> AQJ9xx ♦xx. 

Here are some examples: 
What would you bid with each 
after a one no trump opening 
bid at your right?

a) Pass. Despite your 16 
points, you don’t have a good 
lead if you double and partner 
also passes, and if partner is too 
weak to sit for the double, you 
have no guarantee of finding an 
adequate fit at the two-level.

In the balancing scat you can 
act with weaker hands. There is 
a good reason for this— you 
know that the no trump bidder's 
partner, who passed, can’t have 
as many as 8 points. Therefore, 
the weaker you are the more 
you can expect partner to hold. 
Thus, after left-hand opponent's 
one no trump opening gets 
passed round to you. you should 
bid two spades on: ♦QlOPxxx

expect partner to turn up with 
the equivalent of an opening bid.

Berkowitz confesses to 
6 “Son of Sam” murders 


NEW YORK, May 9 (AP). 
— David Berkowitz confessed 
to the six "Son of Sam" kill- 
ings because he dearly wants 
people to like him and, any- 
way, "a good Christian, can’t 
plead insanity,” he says. 

The 24-year-old former pos- 
tal clerk -- who has told psy- 
chiatrists that he hopes to an- 
swer God’s calling to be a mii 
□ister while in prison -- calm- 
ly pleaded guilty yesterday to 
six counts of second-degree 
murder and some two score 
other crimes committed during 
a 12-month region of terror in 
three New York city boroughs. 

Defence attorneys said that 
following sentencing on May 
22 they would appeal a jud- 
ge's finding of competency, 
which enabled Berkowitz to 
reject their insanity defence 
and plead guilty *o the crimes. 

It is expected Berkowitz. 
who will remain at Kings Mu- 
no Hospital until sentencing, 
will receive the maximum al- 
lowable concurrent terms, ma- 
king him eligible for parole in 
30 years at the earliest. 


In a major surprise anno- 
unced to the heavily guard- 
ed 260-seat courtroom, Bronx 
District Attorney Mario Mero- 
la disclosed that Berkowitz 
has claimed responsibility for 
2.000 fires in a four-year pe- 
riod under the alias of the 
Phantom of the Bronx. 

It was revealed that a diary 
detailing some 1,411 of the 
fires was among the materials 
seized when police arrested 
Berkowitz at his Yonkers ap- 
artment last August 

Authorities in the Bronx, 
where the overwhelming majo- 
rity of the diary notations 
were from, promised a full in- 
vestigation into whether Berko- 
witz was an arsonist or simply 
a fire buff. 

Other reasons Berkowitz ga- 
ve for the guilty pleas were 
that God had given him a mis- 
sion to become a prison minis- 
ter, that to plead innocent 
would be cowardly, that to go 
to trial and use an insanity de- 
fence would stir the demons 
against him.

— Bri- 
tain's Labour government to- 
day faced loud demands for 
its resignation in .the wake 
of the worst parliament at v 
defeat since ft was formed 
four years ago. 

Labour was last night def- 
eated by eight votes on its 
taxation programme, part of 
the finance bill, which forms 
the backbone of government 
strategy. 

Chancellor of the Exchequ- 
er (Finance Minister) Denis 
Healey immediately made it cl- 
ear that the government wo- 
uld not resign. 

But the vote will increase 
speculation that Labour, now 
in ao overall minority of ei- 
ght in the House of Commons, 
will call a general election th- 
is autumn. 

Opposition Conservative 
Finance Spokesman Geoffrey 
Howe said later. “A govern- 
ment unable to decide its tax- 
ation policy has no right to 
stay In office. Only a char- 


latan would remain in office in 
the face of this vote." 

The humiliating defeat came 
when the 13 Liberal Party 
members of parliament, in 
spite of a pact supporting 
Labour, combined with other 
opposition parties to force 
through a cut In the basic 
rate of income tax from 34 to 
33 per cent. 

Mr. Healey must now bring 
in other measures to raise the 
£370 million ($660 million) of 
lost revenue. 

He faces the prospect of 
another possible defeat tomo- 
rrow when both Conservatives 
and Liberals are expected to 
press for cuts in higher in- 
come tax rates. 

He warned that tax cuts 
could spoil Britain's chances 
of keeping down inflation, 
and said he might raise the 
lost revenue through increa- 
ses In company tax and levies 
on employers -- both of wh- 
ich would hit traditional Con- 
servative voters harder *han 


Labour. 

Mr. Healey made it clear 
that even another defeat tom- 
orrow would not be consider- 
ed a resigning issue; "We are 
not a government of quitters" 
he said in a radio inteerview. 

"We would not have surviv- 
ed so long as a government 
without a majority if we had 
been." 


SALISBURY, May 9 (R). — 
Guerrillas entered a luxury 
hotel in eastern Rhodesia last 
night and opened fire at gues- 
ts, killing two white women, 
a spokesman for Combined 
Operations here said today. 

Two other women and a 
man, all white, were injured 
in the attack on the four-star 
Montclair Casino Hotel at 
Juliasdale, he said. 

The spokesman said the at- 
tack was made at about 8 p-m. 
by “two or three terrorists.” 
He gave no further details but 
said a statement would be is- 
sued when next-of-kin had be- 
en informed. 

The Montclair hotel is one 
of the most luxurious in the 
Inyanga district, once a prime 
holiday area with its rolling 
hills and superb trout fishing. 
Business fell off with the en- 
croachment of the guerrilla 
war against white rule in Rho- 
desia. 

It was the first time the ho- 
tel had been attacked. 

But guerrillas operating on 
the other side of the country, 
near the northwestern border 
with Zambia, have made a 
series of rocket attacks on 
hotels at Victoria Falls. One 
attack virtually destroyed Rho- 
desia's newest and plushest 
hotel, the Elephant Hills.

UNITED NATIONS, May 9 
(R). — A Western independen- 
ce plan for Namibia (South 
West Africa) hung in the ba- 
lance today after guerrilla le- 
aders called off talks and flew 
home to bury the dead left by 
last week’s South African ra- 
id on their camps in Ango'v. 

“The talks, as far as ws 
are concerned, are suspended 
Indefinitely," Theo Ben Guri- 
rab, U.N. observer of the So- 
uth West Africa People’s Or- 
ganisation (SWAPO), told re- 
porters. 

"We are at the moment 
busy burying the dead and at- 
tending to the wounded and 
the maimed. So we want to 
devote all our time at this po- 
int to attend to the grave pro- 
blems created by the attack 
on our civilian settlements by 
South African troops.” 

He said the South African 
incursion, launched from bas- 
es in Namibia, killed at least 
600 Namibians and wounded 
about 300, mostly women and 
children. 

South Africa, unanimously 
condemned by tbe Security 
Council last Saturday, said 
the attack was directed at 
SWAPO bases used as a sprin- 
gboard for guerrilla raids into 
Namibia. 

The SWAPO delegation’s 
departure was announced ab- 
out an hour before it was due 
to begin talks yesterday with 
representatives of the United 
States, Britain, Canada, Fran- 
ce and West Germany. 

The five countries negotiat- 
ed a plan over the past year to 
bring independence to South 


African-ruled Namibia through 
U.N. -supervised elections. 

South Africa announced its 
acceptance of the plan on April 
25. The Western five schedul- 
ed further discussions with 
SWAPO after its President. 
Sam Nujoma, said he had se- 
rious misgivings about several 
key points. 

Citing alleged acts of rep- 
ression in Namibia as well as 
the Angola raid, SWAPO said 
in a press statement yester- 
day: “All these sinister deve- 
lopments make the prospects 
for a negotiated settlement In 
Namibia increasingly bleak.” 

But in a letter to U.S. Am- 
bassador Andrew Young ex- 
plaining why the guerrilla del- 
legation would not attend the 
talks, Mr. Nujoma said SWA- 
PO "wishes still for an ac- 
ceptable negotiated settle- 
ment” 

The Western five took some 
comfort from that and said 
they would pursue their eff- 
orts. 

Secretary General Kurt Wa- 
ldheim expressed concern at 
the turn of events and called 
in Mr. Gurirab to discuss the 

situation. 

Some diplomats privately 
voiced fears that South Afri- 
ca, pressing For quick imple- 
mentation of the Western nro- 
nosals. mieht go ahead with a 
so-called internal settlement 
which to«k no account of SW- 
APO’s demands. 

This would not. onTy lead to 
stepped-up guerrilla warfare, 
but also the nosslble invnlve- 
mAnf- of Ansnla-hawf Cuban 
forces on the side of SWAPO, 
these diplomats said. 


pro-Palestinian light goes on

JERUSALEM, (AP). — A fro- 
wn crossed the face of Felicia 
Langer^ garbed in black attor- 
ney's robes, as she argued re- 
cently for her American cli- 
ent before the Israeli Supre- 
me Court. She was about to 
lose something like her 2,000th 
case. 

*T can count my acquittals 
on the fingers of one hand," 
said Mrs. Langer in an inter- 
view later. “Sometimes I get 
terribly frustrated. It's a hard 
job to be the defense lawyer 
in a security case." 

Mrs. Langer specialises in 
defending Palestinians charged 
under Israel’s stringent securi- 
ty regulations, cases that mo- 
st lawyers won’t touch. 

Champion of human rights 

To the Arabs in the terri- 
tories occupied by Israel she 
is a champion of human rig- 
hts. Many Israelis accuse her 
of being a pro-Moscow Com- 
munist and supporter of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion. 

"I feel that somebody, es- 
rwriaUy a Jew and an Tsmaeli, 
should come to the defence 
of the Palestinians," she savs. 
"Tt is a humane and patriotic 
task." 

Mrs. Laneer is defending 
two Americans Terrv FIrpti- 
er, a young woman from San 
Antonio, Texas, and Sami Es- 


majl, a University of Michigan 
student, accused in separate 
trials of working fur or being 
members of Palestinian orga- 
nisations. 

The Supreme Court has re- 
jected her appeal to reduce 
Miss Fleeneris five-year sente- 
nce and she is preparing a cle- 
mency plea to the president. 
Mr. Esmail’s trial has oeen 
adjourned, but Mrs. Langer 
has already lost a battle to 
have his alleged confession 
invalidated. 

Redhaired Mrs. Langer, 47, 
is an advocate of Palestinian 
rights, both inside and outside 
the court. After one rancorous 
session of Sami Esmail’s irial 
she told reporters: “I am un- 
popular because Z defend an 
unpopular cause.” 

The prosecutor. Sara Sirot- 
ta. Interjected; “Your imper- 
tinence to the judges would 
get you killed In America and 
certainly in Russia. You use 
every pretext to wage battle 
against the state of Israel.” 

Respected jurists who refu- 
se to be named say Mrs. Lan- 
per is a good but not brilliant 
attorney. They claim her arg- 
uments occasionally sink into 
provocative rhetoric. 

*1 have been on the verse 
of contempt of court manv ti- 
mes,” Mrs. Langer admits. 
“The troth Is T respect, the 
court. But sometimes I feel 
there Is a wan between me 
and the judges." 


Her tactic is usually to ch- 
arge illegal practices by her 
clients’ interrogators and then 
to plead for clemency by ha- 
ving the defendant express 
remorse. But her clients of- 
ten draw lengthy jail terms. 

However, she claims her re- 
al success is in dramatising 
the Palestinian tragedy. 

The Esmail trial, for instan- 
ce, has attracted interest in 
the United States, and many 
support groups have formed 
to back the defendant. 

Mrs. Langer recently suff- 
ered a professional setback 
when her license to appear 
before military courts was re- 
voked on the grounds that 
she was a security risk. 

“The attitude prevailing in 
Israel is against the Palestin- 
ians." she says. "I don't think 
Israeli judges are supermen. 
They are human beings. The 
courts simply reflect the at- 
mosphere." 

Background 

Mrs. Langer, who was born 
in Poland, spent five years in 
the Soviet Union before imm- 
israting here in I960. She and 
her Israelr-Arab partner. Ab- 
ed Asali, work out of a spar- 
sely furnished Jerusalem offi- 
ce decorated with a poster 
inscribed "With the PLO for 
Peace." She has no mailbox, 
because, she savs. communist- 
haters repeatedly vandalise It. 
Her support for the Palestine 


Liberation Organisation has 
brought her numerous death 
threats, she claims. 

Mrs. Langer’s husband, Mo- 
she, works with an import- 
export firm and he provides 
most of the family's livelihood. 
She says most of her clients 
are non-paying. Their “son, Mi- 
chael, 23, Is studying the the- 
ater in East Berlin after hav- 
ing completed a three-year 
hitch in the Israeli army. 

"I'm not satisfied with Is- 
raeli democracy," Mrs. Langer 
says, even though she admits 
certain civil liberties are safe- 
guarded, 

Israel's military laws are 
“monstrous," she charges be- 
cause they can put a father 
in jail for failing to report 
the whereabouts of a son who 
is a security offender. One 
such parent was jailed for 
ten months after Mrs. Langer 
lost the case. 

"I am obsessed with the nr- 
nblems of the Palestinians, 
fh*ir sufferings and the beha- 
viour of my people toward th- 
em.” she savs. She says she 
wants them to have their own 
homeland in the West Bank. 

"T know the feelings of the 
Palestinians, at least those 
who sacrifice something.” she 
savs. Bombs wm not settle 
the issue, she believes, beca- 
use "T s«» npoote who are re- 
adv to die nr live th« rest of 
their lives !n prison for their 
cause.”
